CONFERENCE WILL 
PICK TARIFF OR 
TAX FOR ACTION 


Which Will Be Given First 


Consideration Has Not 


» Been Decided. 


Tariff Is Favored For Early 


Action By Committee 


Members. 


Washington, March 16.—Priority for 


tariff or internal tax revision legisla- 
tion at the special session of congress 
still was an open questidn today and 
probably will be the subject 'of confer- 
ences to be held in the next few days 
by President Harding with congression 
al leaders. 


Prospective fiscal legislation was dis- 


cussed by President Harding late yes- 
terday with Chairman Penrose, of the 
senate finance committee and Chair- 
man Fordney of the house ways aad 
means committee. The two chairmen 
laid before the president the results of 
the preceding day's meeting of the re- 
publican members of their committees 
with Secretary of the Treasury Melon. 
-The definite results of the 
White 
nbuse conference were said by the 
chairman to have been the obtaining of 
presidential approval for, the proposal 
to enact as soon as possible, after con- 
vening of the special session April llth, 
of anti-dumping and American valuation 
of imports legislation. 
Both Senator Penrose and Represen 


tative Fordney expect to confer with 
Mr. Harding before the end of .the week 
and in the meantime the President is 
expected to call in other members of 
the two committees to receive views as 
to whether tariff or tax revision should 
be given precedence. The majority of 
the two committees are known to favor 
taking up the tariff first.

Motor Clubs Want State De- 


partment Left Undisturb- 
ed Under Governor's Re- 
organization Scheme.

MEXICAN RAIL STRIKE

Mexico City, March 16.—The strike of 


workers on the Mexican railways, which 
began the middle of February, was set- 
tled today. Messages have been sent by 
the union leaders to the men's organi- 
zations throughout the republic calling 
off the strike and it is probable the men 
will return to their duties during the 
day.Although the basis of settlement was 
not announced, Brigadier General Calles, 
chief of the cabinet and secretary of 
the interigr, as well as the strike lead- 
ers, with whom he conferred, apepared 
pleased that an agreement had1" been 
reached.

MOTHER AND SON 
HELD FOR MURDER 


Youth Is Murdered and 


Body Placed on Track to 
Hide Crime—Hint Insur- 
ance Fraud. 


Warsaw, Ind., March 10.—Develop 


ments at a coroners inquest held last 
night and investigations by detectives 
in the case of the jouth found fatally 
injured on a railroad 
crossing 
near 


here Saturday, resulted in the arrest of 
Virgil Decker. The body of the youth was 
identified as that of Leroy Lovett. of 
Elkhatt, Ind., and following the in- 
quest the coroner issued a verdict that 
Lovett had been murdered by an un- 
known person.

Virgil Decker, 
who it is said, was 


last seen wjth Lovett a few hours be- 
fore the body was 
found 
murdered, 


and who bears a marked resemblance 
to him, was arrested at Marion, Ind., 
at the time the inquest was being held. 
He is being held pending action of the 
local authorities. 
On being question- 


ed by the authorities, 
where he had 
been Friday. Saturday or Sunday he 
said he "didn't know." He said he had 
spout Monday night at the home of'his 
uncle in Marion. He denied he had 
been riear the scene of the tragedy the 
day it occurred. 


The authorities have indicated there 


would be more arrests made today in 
the case, which is said to be one of the 
strangest ever to come to the attention 
of the authorities here. 
Virgil Decker was known to have 


been insured for $19,000. some of the 
policies containing clauses 
providing 


for double (indemnity in event of acci- 
dental death, biinging the policies to 
$24,000 payable to his brother, Fred. 


An investigation 
being .carried on 


pointed to the fact that the boy had 
leen murdered and that the body had 
jetn placed on the track to cover up 
;he crime. 
It had first been thought 


.he \oung man had been struck* by a 
train. 


It was brought out at the inquest 
ast night that there had been ill-feei- 
ng between 
the 
Decker and Lovett 
'amilies 
There was no indication 


lowever, that this had anything to do 
with the murder. It wras also pointed 
out that should the 
Decker's claim 
that the body of the murdered victim 
was Virgil Decker and had Decker's 
whereabouts 
been known that Fred 


Decker would have benefitted to the 
extent of $24,000 in insurance pay- 
ments.

Four Bills Are Before State 


Legislature For Action 


Today. 


All Are Reported By Coin

Columbus, March 16.—The first show 


of strength between advocates of the 
uniform rule in taxation and those fav 
oring abrogation of the plan that would 
permit classification of property was to 
come in the legislature late today. On 
this show of strength probably will res 
a decision as to whether the taxation 
program advocated by the uniform rule 
adherents and those favorable to Gov 
ernor Davis' citizens committee's rec 
ommendations, shall be enacted.

were positively identified by eye wit- 
nesses of the shooting of Labriola po- 
lice announced, 
one witness saying 


Gambino was the man who fired three 
more bullets into Labriola's body after 
the first shot had struck him down. 
Amatima did not fire any shots, po- 


lices aid their witness told them, but 
ie "stood passive atGambino's side as 
the latter was making- sure of the job."
